Wife-Murder and Suicide. 


Shortly after daybreak this morning the fam- 
flies living in the building at No. 2 North Seventh 
street were awakened by two reports of a pistol 
and the screams of a woman on the second floor. 
The neighbors ran to the apartment occupied by 
Peter A. Mezenzehl and his wife. The woman 
rushed through the door in her night-clothes, the 


BLOOD STREAMING DOWN HER SHOULDERS 
from a wound in the right temple. As she passed 
she called out “My husband has tried to. kill 
me.“ In the room Mezenzehl was found lying oa 
the bed, with a bullet hole just above the ni 
of the left breast, and olding a 22-calliber 
revolver in his right hand. Officer Ed. Fiyna 
was called upon, and on discovering the condition 
of things ran to the patrol box at Sixth and 
Market streets and called the Chestuut Street 
Station wagon to the house. Without delay 
Mezenzehl was removed to the Dispensary, 
where the 5 made a hurried ex- 
amination of the wound in his breast, 
but could not determine the exact nature 
and extent of it. On returning to the vicinity the

TRACED THE WOMAN 
to Casper Beckman’s house, at No. 115 South 
Seventh street, where she still was without medi- 
cal attendance. She was taken tothe Dispensary. 
when it was found that the ball had struck the 
temple bone and glanced backward, prob- 
ably causing a small fracture. Both hus 
and wife were removed to the City Hospital for 
more careful treatment. On searching the rooms

THREE LETTERS WERE FOUND,

Mezenzehl was a farmer, and 40 years of \ 
while his wife was only 19 years old. The dis- 
1 of ages gave rise to jealousy, and, while 
is imagination was thoroughly worked up with 
whisky, which he drank to great excess, some 
small circumstance aroused his suspicions, and 
he would openly charge his wife with infidelity. 
SHE COMPLAINED TO THE POLICE 
that her husband had mis treated her, but he 
denies the truth of the statement at great length 
in his voluminous letters. He was formerly a 
brewer, but quit that work to go farming. While 
working in Iilinots, he made the acquaintance of 
this girl near Pinckneyville and married her. 
The neighbors say that there was no cause 
for the jealous feeling entertained by Mezenzehl 
towards his young wife, who conducted herself 
with becoming honesty.

ö N “A HORRIBLE CRIME. 


Edison, the Electrician, Talks of Perfecting 
His System. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, August 1.—It was reported yester- 
day that Thomas A. Edison, the electrician and 
inventor, had decided to give upinventing. Mr. 
Edison was found at his office. No. 65 Fifth ave- 
nue, lastevening. When asked if the report was 
true he said that he had decided to take a rest for 
a time, but has no intention of abandoning his work 


permanently. “I coneluded,” he added, “‘that my 
system of lighting, should it have been perfected, 
should be . — and that I could take hold 
and push the system better than any one eise. It 
is so complicated that I do not feel like trusting it 
to new and untried hands, because science and 
dollars are so much mixed up in it. After the 
right to intreduce the light has been bought by 
outside parties, I take a contract to erect build- 
ings, open mains, ete., and after thirty days turn 
the establishment over to the local company for 
such money as has been agreed upon. I want to 
nut the tight in six places like Utiea every 
month from now on. I want to accomplish 
whatI set out to do, namely, demonstrate the 
utility of sub-divided electric light by means of 
incandescent lamps and replace gas. It is proy- 
ing just as Texpected. It will take a year or 
more yet to complete the work of perfecting the 
entire system. After that is done 1 shall resume 
inventing, but just what I shail invent I am un- 
able to say. It will be in the same line of business 
I am pursuing. 
things I dare not touch in experimenting. 1 find 
a good many things I never looked for.

DESPERATE DUEL. 


The Town Marshal of Brooklyn 
and a Negro Desperado 
Killed, 


Fearful Fight for Life—A Committee: of 
Would-Be Vigilantes— The Man They 
Threaten Escapes—Terrible Affray in the 
Village of Brooklyn. | 


The colored village of Brooklyn, situated three 
miles north of East St. Louis, was the scene of 
a terrible struggle last evening, in which shotguns, 
revolvers and clubs were used, and which ter- 
minated in the death of Henry Green, the Town 


Marshal,and the fatally wounding of another negro 
named Macy Jones, The origin of the trouble, as 
near as can be ascertained, was an attempt on, 
the partof Jones and a man named Linsey to 
drive a man named James Wilson out of town. 
Wilson arrived iu Brooklyna short time since and 
bas acted in a very suspicious manner, leavin 
the impression he was a detective in search o 
colored men wanted for various crimes. ; 
THR, ROUGHER ELEMENT 
of the population held frequent meetings, at 
which the presence of Wilson in the town was al- 
ways discussed. and his repeated refusals to leave 
condemned. Yesterday morning Mace Jonés 
and Richard Linsey resolved themselves into a 
committee of two and waited upon Wilson, 
informing him that unless he left the town before 
8 o’clock that evening they would certainly kill 
him. Wilson refused to leave, and when the ap- 
pointed hour arrived Linsey and Jones, 
ARMED WITH CLUBS AND BRICKS, 
went in search of Wilson with the purpose of 
carrying their threats of the morning into 
execution. Shortly after 8 o’clock Marshal Green 
met Jones, Who was armed with a heavy club, 
and accused him ot looking for Wilson. Angry 
words followed, when the Marshal pulled his re- 
volver and was about to shoot when one of the 
town trustees interfered in behalf of Jones. WII- 
son, in the meantime, heard of the search being 
made for him and 
SOUGHT SAFETY IN FLIGHT. 
Jones and Linsey were encouraged by other 
boisterous negroes to continue the search for the 
fugitive, and arming themselves with shot-guns 
aud revolvers they explored every place suspected 
of concealing Wilson. A few minutes before 11 
o’clocK Marshal Green, who was also armed with 
a shot-gun and revolver, and Jones again 
met and renewed the uarrel of the 
evening. Few words were exchanged when the 
Marshal brought his shot gunon a level with 
Jones and 
FIRED, THE CONTENTS OF BOTH BARRELS 
lodging in Jones’ left arm, tearing away the 
muscles and flesh from the shoulder tothe arm, 
Jones immediately discharged both bar- 
rels of his gun at the

Green 
cried out that he was shot and then — his re- 
volver against Jones’ breast and fired, 
THE BULLET 
ploughing its way through the body and lodging 
near the spine. A large crowd was at- 
tracted by the shooti and while 
some carried Green to his home close by others 
carried Jones to the station house, but being in a 
dying condition he was later removed to his resi- 
dence.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Young Man Shoots His Uncle and then 
Commits Suicide. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEWARK, N. J., August 1.—Last evening a ter- 
rible tragedy occurred in the Tenth Ward of this 


city, resulting in the death ot John Brixus,jr., aud 
the serious wounding of his uncle John Brixus, sr. 
It appears that young Brixus, who was 20 years 
of age, has boarded with his uncle at No. 22 Mal- 
ver n street until two weeks ago, when he was 
driven from the house and forbidden to return. 
The two had quarrelea frequently for no cause 
that couid be assigned by the neighoors, and the 
night when the young man was driven forth by 
his uncle, a violent scene took’ place between 
them and threats were freely made that they had 
not parted forever. The young man has loitered 
around his uncie’s house the past few days, and, 
it ls alleged, had been encouraged by Mrs. Brixus 
to visit her last night. When the elder Brixus 
returned from his work he discovered his nephew 
near the house and chased him down the street 
300 yards with the intention of chastising him. 
The young man, however, soon turned upon his 
pursuer, quickly 
DREW A REVOLVER 

and shot him three times, once in the head and 
twice in the baek of the neck, crying, Now 1 will 
have my revenge,” The elder Brixus fell when 
fired upon, shouting for help. The young man 
ran down the street, pursued by aman named 
Nathan. Near a clay pit filled with water he 
shot himself in the head twice and then jumped 
into the pit. There are two stories as to the 
cause of the tragedy. The elder Brixus says that 
the nephew owed him for board, that he was a 
good-for-nothing fellow, and that he drove him off 
to shift for himself. On the other hand itis 
claimed that jealousy was at the bottom of the 
quarrel between the uncle and nephew, as the 
young man paid marked attention to his uncle's 
wife, and was constantly at her side when oppor- 
tunity offered. Mrs. Brixus appears to have had 
great regard for her nephew,as she left her 
wounded husband’s side to-night and went to the 
clay pit to see the body of her dead nephew, and 
moaned and cried piteously when she saw him, 
crying out, My poor boy. my poor boy.” The 
affair created a great sensation in the immediate 
neighborhood where the parties are well known, 
and hundreds of curious people clustered around 
the clay pit, eagefto see the body of the suicide.

A CIRCE’S CAREER. — 
“The Strange but True Story of 
Us. Voullaire's Life. 


— 


Her A Her Divoroe—Suspected of 
Poisoning the Co- Respondent After 
Living with Him as His Wife Belief 

that She Induced a Physician to Aid 
Her—A Woman of Rare Beauty—She 
Suicides with Her Last Love.

The suicide in New York on Monday of Mrs. 
Seymour D. Voullaire recalls.a flood of stories 
about a woman who was as well-known 
in St. Louis as any person who has 
lived heré for the last quarter of a century. 

People who nave read the Geiails of the tragedy 
‘have agreed in stating that it was about the only 
end that they would have expected from her. The 
story of her death in brief is that on Monday 
morning two pistol shots were heard in the house 
at 211 West Twenty-third street, New York City. 
When the door in the second story 
was broken in a man and a woman were 
found lyingin their night clothes on the bed, 
The man’s right band,@vlackened with powder, 
hung over the bed, and his face and head were 


turned away from the woman. Her left hand was 
placed under his neck as if she had. been em- 
— him, and her face and body was turned in 
his direction. There was a bullet hole in the 
temple of each of the _ victims, and a 
dig revolver, with two empty chambers, 
lay on the bed. A note in the man’s 
pocket, signed Kitty and Horace Shephard,” 
that the couple had been secretly married, 
that they had been ee Se life, and that they 
would be happier in death. Mr. Shephard is em- 
ployea in a down-town store as a shipping. clerk 
and was known as a steady, sober man. one of 
his relations knew that he had been married, but 
at the place 
WHERE HF KILLED HIMSELF, 
it was stated that he had been living there since 
May 28d with the woman, who was sometimes 
called Mrs. Kelley and sometimes Mrs. Shephard. 
A bunale of clothing marked “Mrs. A. C. Kelley, 
117 West Fourteenth stregt.” wus found in the 
room, and caused further inquiry. At this num- 
ber it was learned that the woman had a resi- 
dence there, and that she was frequently visited 
by two young girls, and by a young man named 
Alphonse Vouilaire, her son by a for- 
mer huspand, who lived in St. Louis. 
This ave the clew to ner identity. 
and made it sure that she was the same woman 
that was so well known in St. Louis. Mrs. Voul- 
laire had a history here that runs away past the 
sensational line. When she first camé to St. Louis 
she was little known. Her name was Kittie 
Watts. Her mothercame from Maryland, where 
Kittie was born. Mrs. Watts married Murray, 
the lottery man, of the well known 
old lottery firm of Murray, Miller & Co. 
Her daughter Kittie, was little known until about 
the year 1858. when she was married to Seymour 
D. Voullaire, who was then a well Known criminal 
lawyer of this city. Voullaire was a native of the 
Island of Gaudaioupe, and he always gave out 
that he and his father were refugees, having been 
driven out of tie istatid on account of the insur- 
rection, in which they had taken part. Voullaire 
a stout, middle-sized man with 
complexion, coal black hair and 
beard, both of which he wore long. 
He had one deformed foot, but otherwise he was 
decidedly handsome, having regular features and 
flasby black eyes. He was conspicuous for his 
dress, wearing low, Byron collars. which exposed 
his neck and chest, with loose flaring neckties, 
ana his shirt bosom and cuffs were generally 
adorned with ruffles. A loose felt nat, with a 
wide brim was worn tossed back on his head, 
and his whole appearance was striking. 
Before he had been married many years 
HIS WIFE CAME INTO PROMINENCE ASA BEAUTY. 
She developed er a slender girl into a 
beautiful woman, with all the airs and graces that 
charm the other sex, She was of middle size, of 
a figure plump, but not at all dumpy, with fong 
raven tresses that fell almost to her waist, with a 
complexion that was dark but still clear as ala- 
baster,a beautiful neck, shoulders and bust, a 
small foot, anda carriage that all her old ad- 
mirers unite in designating as queenly.“ 
“She was the most fascinating woman I ever 
saw,” said a gentleman who knew her well to a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter to-day; one of those 
women whose beauty and magnetism would en- 
snare any man, no matter how strong he mignt 
be. At the same time she made you feel 
that there was a danger in her society 
that would tend to keep you away from her. 
But if she had no other charm, her eyes alone 
would have made her a Meee among men, no 
matter where she went. Add to this that her fig- 
ure and carriage were superb and that she was a 
leasant and at times a brilliant conversational- 
st, dnd you will understand that it was no 
extreme case that this young fellow should die for 


Somewhe?Pe about 1862 Voullaire began to sus- 
ct his wife,and from that time on his whole 
ife was colored with one idea, and that was 
that his wife was disgracing him. The couple 
had several children. Two of whom, Belmont 
and Alphonse Voullaire, are now in New York, 
and were present at the house on the dav of the 
mother’s suicide. The father and mother quar- 
reled continuously, and both had a foundation 
for complaint. 
Mrs. Voullaire 
NUMBERED HER ADMIRERS BY THE DOZEN 
and a list of those who were smitten by her 
charms would include nearly every good lookin 
man who was at all prominent in business or legal 
circles at the time. She herself was slow to fall 
in love, but she liked to try her powers of fascina- 
tion, and toyed with her victims in that skiliful 
coquetish way which made each man believe that 
he was her sole favorite. 
that she was unfaithful to her marriage vows was 
an open secret, and the Knowledge of this fact, 
which was frequently flaunted in her husband's 
face, drove him about crazy. At the same time he 
lived in gcontinua} dread of his wife, and he fre- 
quently stated to his intimate friends that he did 
not know what moment he would meet bis 
death at her bands. It was a well-known fact that 
she always carried a long, thin Spanish stiletto, 
with an extremely fancy handle in her bosom. In 
addition” to this, she has never been without a 
middle-sized, double action, silver-plated revol- 
ver, with an ebony handle, which she sometimes 
carried in a satchel and sometimes in the same rest- 
ing place with the dagger. Voullaire spent his 
days in watching her, and for years his nights 
and nis money were used in the same pursuit, 
Detective alter detective was employed in the 
1 At the same ume it was a potent fact 
hat the husband himself was not altogether 
blameless, and his habits were on some occasions 
such as to give his wife ample grounds for re- 
crimination in any charges which he might make. 
He was still as thoroughly infatuated with his 
wife as the most thoroughly smitten of her lovers, 
and this fact, 9 oy with the fact that he 
feared her wrath, kept him from making a move. 
An old resident, a visitor of the Voullaire fam- 
ily, told a Post-DISPATCH reporter to-day that he 
remembered attenuing a dinner party at the 
house, before the trouble had reached the climax 
described above, and that from what he saw there 
he came to the conciusion that Voullaire had 
made his wife all that she was. The dinner was 
given in compliment to a French vis-

agaiust his wife. He had previously employed 
Detective Rhinehardt and others to watch her. 
The particulars of a case where Khinehardt 
caught her anda well-known river man under 
shameful circumstances were artly ub- 
lished at the time, and the details, as given 
by Rhinehardt, are shocking in the extreme. 
A. W. Mead, who has since d ed, was Mr. Voul- 
laire’s attorney in the divorce case. The trial re- 
vealed a most shocking state of affairs. Before it 
took place Voullaire went to seyeral prominent 
citizens,and notified them that they would be 
subpoenaed as Witnesses against his wife. 
Three of the gentlemen who were so threatened 
were met to-day, and they admitted that the 
threat caused them much fear and some trem- 
bling, and they all demanded emphatically that 
their names should not be used under any con- 
sideration. The decree of divorce was granted to 
Voullaire, with the custody of the children, 
who at that time were four in number. 
It was strange among other things,that the place 
of meeting was the Mercantile Library, ana a 
number of prominent citizens who had met 
her there, and whose names were well Known, 
had the greatest trouble in having their names 
kept irom their families and the public. Several 
months later 

RUTH AND THE WOMAN WERE MARRIED 
and went to Leavenworth, Kan., to live. After a 
residence there of ayear and ahalf, Ruth was 
found dead in his bed one morning, and it was 
found that he had been poisoned. A physician 
named. Medlicott was tried for the murder, 
and Mr. Ruth was arrested as an acces- 
sory, but was never indicted for the crime. 
After Ruth’s death the whereabouts of the woman 
was for some time unknown. One day, perhaps 
six months later, a well-known lawyer, who hada 
been very friendly with her, was made aware of 
her return to St. Louis in a very curious manner. 

e was walking on Chestnut street, when a 
woman in black and deeply veiled approached him. 
He paid no attention to her until she had come 
directly in front of him, when she raised her veil, 
and there stood before him Mrs. Voullaire,a 
woman whom he never expected to see again. She 
let down her veil again, and, without sreaking a 
word, walked quietly away. 

Forgmany years nothing has been heard of her, 
and ople who knew her here had about for- 
gotten that there was such a woman, when the 
sensational suicide recalled the facts. The chil- 
dren remained in St. Louis for some years, and 
one of the boys was employed at Gumersell’s, on 
Fourth street. Voullaire married again and lived 
with his wife for several years. In the meantime 
HE HAD GAINED SOME POLITICAL PROMINENCE, 
and in 1874 he ran for Judge of the Criminal Court 
on the Republican ticket against Wm. C. Jones, 
and-was defeated. He died in 1879 at the Laclede 
Hotel. He had many warm friends, but a great 
many people disliked him on account of 
the part he took in the im- 

achment proceedings against Judge Primm.

TELEGRAPH STRIKE, 


Delay Placards Taken Down by the Western 
Union—Situation Elsewhere. 


To-day the notices that have adorned the offices 
of the Western Union stating that all messages 
are received subject to delay will be taken down. 


Col. Baker said that the force had become so sat- 
isfactory that these notices could be dispensed 
with at all the principal offices, and that if there 
was any occasion for delay to certain 
points which are yet weak, that senders 
of such messages would be notified, 
With respect to the impression that the business 
of the Western Union had greatly decreased since 
the strike, Col. Baker declared that it was faise. 
The business fell to 8,000 messages on the day of 
the strike at the local main office, but since that 
time the average of 11,000 messages daily has been 
maintained, andghe estimated that the total dim- 
inutiong would not be 10 per cent of the 
usual amount. As to complaints of the gen- 
eral public he sad no more had been 
received, or at least very few more, than before 
the strike.

Statements by Eye-Witnesses Which Contra- 


dict the Policemen’s Stories—It is Asserted 
the Negro was Needlessly Shot and Killed. 


The killing of the colored man, Jim Davis, dy 
Officer Donahue yesterday, in the alley near the 
corner of Sheridan avenue aad Webster street, 
presents some features which, to some extent, 
weaken the plea of self-defense as set up by the 
officers, and calls for a thorough investigation. 
The statements of eye-witnesses of the affair do 
not quite agree with those of the officers, as will 
be seen below, 

JAMES 0. ALTER, | 
who is staying at the house of his sister, on the 
corner of Webster street and Sheridan avenue, 
said toa Post-DispaTcH reporter this morning 
that he was present at the shooting, 
and that he failea to see. any 
necessity for it. Jim,“ he continued, 
oame to my sister's house abowt a week ago and 
called for something to eat. It was given to him, 
and then he asked if they had any work for him 
todo. After talking to him a few minutes the 
came to the conclusion that he was a well-raised. 
worthy colored man, so they set Lim te work cut- 
ting weeds inthe yard. Yesterday 1 told him he 
might fix himself up a bunk in the coat-house, and 
he went to work at it. He was carrying some 
stuft out of the coal-house down on that vacant 
lot when the trouble commenced. I was sitting 
here in the hall when I beard a lot of children out 
in the alley screaming and making a creat fuss 
about a fight. 1 got up and walked. out 
through the back yard, and pas-ed through 
the gate into the alley. Arriving there I saw Jim 
some distance up the alley coming towards me 
with the shovel on his shoulder. I advanced to- 
wards him slowly. As lI arrived at tie corner of 
the vacant lot. which is only a short distanee from 
the gate, Officer Donahue ran past me, and & bo 
who was close at his heeis called out, “there he is,” 
referring to tne colored man. Just then Jim was 
advancing very slowly and quite ciose to the 
high board fence at his right. The ollcer, who 
Was On the other side of tire alley, arriving within 
about twenty feet of him, shouted ‘halt!’ aud at 
the same time raised his ~pistol and 
fired. Jim stopped the moment he was 
hailed, and he dropped the shovel, which 
he was carrying carelessly on his sboulder, still 
holding the handle in his left hand ana letting the 
blade rest on the ground. A moment after the 
first shot, and provably avout the time the shovel 
was falling to the ground, the officer called ‘halt!’ 
a second time and fired again. The negro never 
made a move or said a word during the whole per- 
formance, and never opened his lips till he was 
dead. A moment after the second shot hit-him 
Officer King came running up the alley from the 
other direction and came up behind Jim, grabbed 
*him by the shoulder and struck him on the head 
several times with his revolver, then giving him a 
push forward let go of him. Jim walked a few 
steps across the alley. dropped on the ground and 
died in a few minutes. At the time the shooting 
took place the negro was offering no resistance at 
all, and I fail to see any necessity of Killing him 
in that way.” 

MR. SIMPSON, 
another witness of the tragedy, who lives at 3035 
Thomas street, said: 

“The colored man was dumping some weeds on 
that lot, and I told him it was against the law and 
that he must stop it. He made no reply, but 
continued to carry his weeds and other 
trash to the lot. Mr. Horton and meself 
then concluded to send for an officer and make 
him take away his trash as it was very offensive 
to us as well as all the neighbors. When we saw 
the officer coming down the alley we went out to 
speak to him. he colored man was then on the 
lot and we told officer to make 
him carry away everything he had brought 
there. He said to us: ‘You will appear at 
court .to-morrow, will you?’ We said we would. 
He then laid his hand on the colored man’s 
shoulder and said: ‘You may consider yourself 
under arrest,’ at the same time reaching tor the 
shovel that was in the colored man’s hand. Just 
then the colored man up and struck him on the 
side of the dead the shovel, 
and with the other hand bbea him dy 
the throat. The struggle then began and we got 
scared and ran into the back yard. When I turned 
around and looked back the colored man had ran 
the officer away up the alley back of the coal shed. 
The laundress, who was in the coal shed at tive 
time, watching the struggle through the window, 
came forward and continued the description of the 
scene. She said: “The colored man was too much 
for the officer, so he broke loose and tried to run 
away from him. The colored man followed him, 
both on a dead run. Every once in & wh the 
| officer,would turn around and snap h t at 
him, bat it would not goof. The negro turned 
back and the officer weut away.” 

Mrs. Samuels then went on to describe 
the closing scene. Her statement was virtually 
the same as that given by Mr. Alter, with the ex- 
ception that she thought, as she viewed the at- 
fair from her door, that the colored man dropped 
the shovel from his shoulder into both hands, so 
as to be ready for an attack, when he was called 
upon by the officer to halt, instead of dropping 
it carelessly to the ground as described by the 
ether 

MRS. HORNER, 
who had an excellent view of the second actin 
the tragedy from an upper-story window, gives 
the following account of it: “Il went upstairs to 
my room and took a seat near my window, which 
looks out upon the back yard and alley. I was 
there only a moment, when I saw 
policeman crossing tie yard 
bout re ie the back gate. 
reached the alley I saw the colored man 
advancing in the opposite direction. They ap- 
proached each other slowly, and when they were 
pretty close to each other, the policeman * ou 
the man to halt. He did so instantly, and at the 
same moment the policeman fired at him. Neither 
moved a step until the second command was 
given and the second shot fired. For a moment 
more they stood looking at each 
other, neither saying a word. Theu 
the other officer came running from the opposite 
direction, and catching the colored man by the 
coat collar struck him several times with some- 
thing over the head. The colored man made no 
resistance whatever, aud I cat see what they 
shot him for.“

A Times correspondent 
at Cape Town says O'Donnell only took passage 
for Cape Town, but learning Carey was a tellow-

When O’ Donnell was examined before the Port 
Elizabeth magistrate, yesterday, on the charge of 
murdering Carey, evidence wus given to the effect 
that Carey and O'Donnell had been drinking ina 
second-class cabin just before the murder, and 
that when the steamer was half way between 
Table Bay and Algua Bay, O'Donnell suddenly 
shot Carey inthe neck with a revolver. Carey 
staggered away and O'Donnell followed and 
shot him twice in the back. Carey died in twenty 
minutes. Mrs. Carey deposed at the examination 
that after the murder she asked O'Donnell. Did 
you shoot my hushand?” and he replied, “Yes, I 
was sent to doit.” Carey's identity was first sus- 
pected by the steward, who noted his likeness to 
perveus of the mtormer. Carey’s demeanor on 

ard the steamer was very imprudent. He not 
only provoked a row at a Cape Town hotel by an 
abuse of the English, but lived very freely, and 
persisted in displaying a revolver.

NAPLES, August 1.—A large stream of lava 18 
descending from the crater of Mount Vesuvius in 
the direction of the town of Torre del Greco, 
which is riskily built at the soutawest foot of the 
voicanic mountain. The terrified inhabitants are 
leaving their homes and fleeing wiih what luggage 
they can carry to places of safety. News has also 


reached here of another earthauxike which was 
telt there yesterday and which caused considera- 
ble alarm. This factassuciatea with the singular 
fact of Vesuvius being in a state of eruption, has 

enerated much consternation in the towns with- 
u the vicinity of the voleano. 

Last night was a terrible one. The weary 
workers continued their adopted search among 
the scarred ruins for the unrecovered bodies with 
redoubled diligence, Durying the bodies immedi- 
ately to prevent miasma. The latest estimates 
places the number of deaths at between 4,000 and

FOSTER’S CHARGE. 

It is not often that the Governor of a great 
State and an aspirant to higher honors occu- 
pies such a position before the country as 
Gov. Foster of Ohio now holds. Having 
been quoted in a Republican paper as charg- 
ing that Judge Hoap.Ly had admitted that 
the Democravic nomination cost him $50,000, 
his proof of the charge was demanded. He 
first tried to make out that the interviewer 
had misunderstood him, and forthwith the 
Republican organ and its reporter declared 
that the exact words had been given. Then 
he gave as his authority a man who served 
him as a spy in the Democratic camp, but 
who claims that Gov. FosrER not only be- 
trayed his confidence in making public use 
of private information, but actually mis- 
represented the information. 

The spy admits that he approached Judge 
HoaDLyY as a personal and political friend, 
and also asa writer for a Democratic paper 
seeking to establish friendlier relations be- 
tween that journal and the Democratic nom- 
inee, and that in this guise he tried to 
pump from Judge HoapDLy. an admission 
that the nomination cost him $50,000, but 
succeeded only in getting him to say that 
such a sum was more than the office was 
worth. This conversation, he says, he re- 
ported to Gov. Foster, together with his 
own opinion that it was equivalent to an 
admission. 

No man of honor would have made a 
private conversation, obtained in that way, 
the basis of an infamous charge against a 
political opponent. Gov. FosrER, however, 
not only did that infamous thing, but in be- 
traying the confidence of his spy he falsified 
the latter’s statement. If his informant 
was a good witness against HOADLY, he is 
now anequally good witness against FosrER. 


WHAT ARE SCHOOLS FOR? 

Mr. JOYNES was, until lately, a tutor at 
Eton, the great English public school. A 
pronounced Socialist, he has been working 
hard at a red propaganda among the boys, 
and as a consequence he has been dismissed 
in disgrace. The prejudices which boyhood 
takes up are not easily obliterated after- 
wards, and Mr. JoyYNEs certainly found a 
most susceptible period and most suscepti- 
ble audience for hisdoctrine. He may be an 
honest man, but the parents of England do 
not send their boys to Eton to learn Fourier- 
ism or Saint Simonism, and Mr. Jor NES. 
who mixed up the political millenium with 
the dactyls and iambics which English boys 
must learn, was not honest in his means, 
whatever we may think of his end, 

This brings up the question of what should 
be taught in our schools with a new force, 
Parents send boys to learn mathematics, 
languages and science, and yet wish to draw 
the lime across the frontier of religion and 
politics, and form that part of the growing 
mind themselves. In an American college 
lately part of the alumni have demanded 
that the Free Trade doctrine taught by one 
of the professors shali be tempered by Pro- 
tection lectures. If political economy is to 
be taught at all, we do not see under the 
authorities where the Protection lectures are 
to come from, but this is not the issue. Par- 
ents do not want their boys made believers 
in Free Trade and they take this means of 
meeting the tendency. 

In other schools where theology is the 
chief science, this same difficulty arises. 
The parent feels an utter responsibility for 
the boy; he sets his own beliefs, prejudices 
and opinions as the end of human wisdom, 
and insists that the child shal] be brought 
to one mental attitude with him. As a re- 
sult we already have sectarian schools, and 
it looks as though we are fo have political 
schools. There are two sides to the question 
upon the fictile mind of childhood. Great er- 
rors may be impressed which will warp a 
whole life; against this the father should 
guard. Left to itself, youth will be blown 
about by every wind of doctrine. On the 
other hand, an ignorant futher should not 
stand between his son and truth, scien- 
tific, political, or religious. How is he to be 
induced to get out of the way? How can 
this double difficulty be met? 

There are people who believe that the 
masses are over-educated and that the 
school-house is the origin of all the discon- 
tentand misery whicb cankers our lives. 
This is the gospel of the reactionists. But 
America is committed to progress, and the 
corner-stone of the Republic is education. 
We have divorced Church and State, and we 
will have many a wrong to answer for until 
we have wedded State and School. The fut- 
ure of the world belongs to America. Let us 

fit the future American for his heritage.

Under its charter St. Louis is, in a good many 
respects, an independent government, and the 
law affecting other portions of the State, in many 
cases, do not apply to it. The Downing Law 
does, however, Yetitis proposed to defy it, and 
thus array the citizens of that city against the 
balance of the State which demands its enforce- | 
ment. In the event they succeed in defeating the 
operatlon of the Downing Law, how would it 
strike the good people of St. Louis if some “rural 
rooster” in the next Legislature should propose 
an amendment to the Constitution abolishing their 
charter? It would go through the Legislature 
„a whooping,” and the people would adopt it. 


There is something of a threat in this—a 
threat that the people residing in remote 
sections of the State will punish the resi- 
dents of this city for not accepting one par- 
ticular feature of Sunday legislation. We 
can violate all other Sunday laws with im- 
punity—operate street cars, print news- 
papers, run ice wagons, etc.—but we must 
stand by the Downing Law and close the sa- 
loons and beer gardens on the first day of 
the week or be visited with the wrath of the 
rural population. The teachings of the 
Democratic fathers regarding local self- 
government” have been forgotten, it seems.

No Foreign Rags in This Market—Pickers and 
itinerant Dealers and Their Methods—The 
Mills Supplied by This City—How the Sort- 
ing is Done. 


Few people who have been disturbed In the 
early morning by the prolonged howl of “Ra-a-a- 
ags!“ resounding through the alley behind them 
or filling the street in front, had any idea that 
foreign rags were used in the paper mills of this 
country until they read that Secretary Folger had 
instructed the Collector of the Port of Boston to 
burn a cargo of rags from Egypt upon their ar- 
rivalin the harbor. It ts a fact, however, that a 
large quantity of linen rags come from abroad, 
Russia supplying most, while Italy, France, Ger- 
many, England and Ireland contribute liberally; 
linen and other rags are procured also from Ham- 
burg, Leghorn, Genoa, Alexandria, Meinel, 
Trieste,Constantinople and even from the Empire 
of Japan. From this vast field the paper mills of 


this country glean their fooa, and the quantity 
consumed annually is enormous. No foreicn rags 
come to St. Louis, because this is merely a supply 
point for the milis of certain districts, but rags 
from the South frequensly pass here, carrying 
with them whatever infection they may have 
gathered in the neighborbood of the Gulf. 

Notwithstanding the general integral character 
of the clothes worn by its citizens, St. Louis is 
reputed for its size to be a pretty good city for 
rags. Every day at least 40,000 pounds of shreds 
and patches is picked up in the streets or pur- 
chased at the back gates of residences, while 

20,000 POUNDS OF WASTE PAPER 
isalso gathered and carried to the warehouses or 
wholesale dealers. Of these latter tnere are six, 
with twenty-five small dealers—that is, individu- 
als who make their purehases from pickers or 
wagon-men. The pickers form the lowest stratum 
of rag-gathering society. They go around in the 
ray of the morning, and after that during near! 

the rest of tlie — with sack on shoulder an 
stick in hand searching the gutters and alleys 
the ash heaps and garbage piles for dirty bits of 
cloth or paper, which they carefully drop into the 
bag. The morning bour, when the tnriftiess 
— is sweeping out and dumps a lot of old 

xes and a quantity of waste paper in the street, 
is their harvest time. Then men and women 
alike can be seen moving about with swetiing 
sacks picking the choicest scraps and leaving 
the scrub-stuff for late-comers. There are about 
150 men and women licensed here to pick rags in 
this way. When they have the bag at their back 
filled they proceed home, give the stock a none 
washing out to remove the heavy dirt, leave it to 
dry and come back for more. Above these in re- 
spectability, aud in affluence also. it is to be pre- 
sumed, are the men who have lean borses and 
screechy wagons, who, withthe vegetable ped- 
dlers and eharcoal-men seem privileged to exer- 
cise their 1 in the most violent man- 
ner at al hours of the day. 
These are thefellows who baw! “Ra-a-a-ags!”’ 
under your window at 5 o’clock in the morning, 
and come back at hali-past 5, if they think there 
is any chance of your having gone to sleep again. 
St. Louis has about fifty ragmen who own wagons 
and purchase their rags from servants, house- 
wives, children and in fact anybody and every- 
body. They pay one cent or, maybe, 1½ cents a 
223 for a good quality ot rags. They have a

the transaction: still there is a decided 
tendency on the part intelligent 
teller to believe that they make 
purchases more by bulk than weight.

same old scale does the weighing. Sometimes 
they add the business of buying old shoes and oid 
boot legs, dnd for a first-class pair of morocco 
tops in good shape will tender the munificent suin 
of 30 cents. A pair of shoes must be in excellent 
repair to bring 20 or 25 cents. Often they pur- 
chase old clothes at the same ruinous rates to 
themselves. 

Ther an haying his stock ready takesit to 
the warehouse or wholesale dealer, where he dis- 
poses of his rags at from 50 cents per ewt. to 
$2, and his waste paper at from 310 cents 
to 1% cents per pound. A picker can easily re- 
alize 81 50 a day in this way and a wagon owner 
Sd a day. If they are at all fortunate their earn- 
ings will go higher. 

The itinerant dealer has a compares vety easy 
thing of sorting his coflection. The wholesale 
dealers and the warehouses, of which latter there 
is but one in this city—must carry on this process 
on an extensive and expensive scale. When 
the bales and bags of the small deal- 

into the warehouse they 

emptied into large bins 

dusting-room. They next > 
pear in covered boxes called “dusters,” in 
which they are given a thorough 1 a 
draught of air running through to carry off the 
particles and the heavy substances, such as brick 
or stone, being sifted to the bottom of the box. 
After this they are carried to the sorting room, in 
which a long row of boxes is placed. Before these 
boxes sit women and girls whose task is to 
CLASSIFY THE RAGS, 

asit were, and with quick eyes to detect the 
presence of pin, button, hooks and eyes, or any 
other thing that might interfere with the 
grinding process. Besides a quick eye, good 
udgment is required for this work, as 
there are forty-eight different grades of rags, 
each of which has its separate use and individual 
value. Woolen rags are at each extreme of the 
widely varying valuations, one kind 
of the  articie commanding less than 
1 cent per pound and the other as high as 
18 cents. The highest grade is the zephyrs, the 
next fine cloth cuttings, while the bard, short 
wools and cassimeres come at the bottom of the 
list. The woolen rags are sold to dealers iu 
shoddy cloths, except the bighest grades, which 
can be worked over again into gc cloth. The 
cotton and linen rags are placed in large beilers, 
where they are all Washed and bleached; theuce 
they are taken to the draineries, afterwards dried 
and made ready for the griuding that precedes 
the pulp-makiug process. 

ST. LOUIS RAGS 
are shipped principally to the paper mills of Ohio 
and Wisconsin, though a large quantity goes to 
New England. As was said beiore, no foreign 
rags are received here, but on the seaboard the 
receipts are et large. An idea of the immensity 
of this traffic will be had when it is known that 
in Philadelphia alone there are over filty whule- 
sale dealers and importers. with an aggregate 
capital offover $6,000,000, who buy and sell more 
than 100,000 tous of rags per month.

THE GAS WAR. 


The Legal Proceedings Postponed to Octo - 
er.—W hat the Attorneys say. 


Messrs. R. S. MacDonald, and Truman A. and 
Heury M. Post, the attorneys respectively for the 
Attorney-General and the Water Gas Company 
in the pending litigation, were on hand in Judge 
Barelay’s court, in anticipation of the court’s 
ruling in the application which had been pre, 
sented on Monday, by Mr. Mac Donald, in behalf of 
the Attornéy-General of the State, to show 
cause why the St. Louis Gas, Heat and Power 
Company (the Water Gas Company) should not be 
restrained from manufacturing and vending gas 


for illuminating purposes within the corporate 
limits of the city of St. Louis. Judge Barclay 
announced that he had examined the paper, and 
that he should make an order on the defendant 
corporation to show cause why the preliminary 
writ should not issue. returnable on the first Mon- 
day in October. 

Mr. MacDonald was absent from the court- 
room at the moment the decision was announced. 
When informed of its purport he addressed 
the court on the subject of quo war- 
ranto proceedings and endeavored to obtain a 
modification of the order on tie theory 
that the order should issue immediately, 
but Judge Barclay explained the statute 
and convinced Mr. MacDonald that the authority 
of the court in the premises was discretionary, 
and that he had thought best to postpone the mat- 
ter until the October term,

CAINES’ LOSS, 


And the Circumstances Thereof 
Ventilated in Court. 


A-Greenhorn's Experience ina Large City- 
Breach of Promise, False Pretenses and 
Grand Larceny Practiced: on Him, with a 
Ride in a Hoodlum Wagon Thrown In.

MISSOURI RAILROADS. 


Interesting Statistics Gleaned from the 
Commissivner’s Report. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON Cirr, Mo., July 31.—The eighth 
annual report of the Railroad Commissioners for 
the past year has just been published. It is care- 
fully compiled, and a great many interesting mat- 
ters are brought out. The report shows that the 
returns from the companies for tbe past year have 
been made with unusual promptness, and 
that they are more full and complete 


than what has heretofore been furnished, ana 
show a continued inerease in volume ot business 
both in gross and net semen 4 The rysicial 
condition of the roads generally show improve- 
ment, but the frequency of accidents is still such 
as to demand careful scrutiny into their causes. 
In the last year twelve new «companies have or- 
ganized, and only one piece of road has been di. 
cominued—the Iron Ridge Mining Company's 
road—a narrow gauge track four miles loug and 
only used by the company in its business. The 
amount of new road built during the past year 
was 206.97 miles, which makes the total number of 
miles of railroad pow operated in the State to be 
4,501.58, Of this only 195.75 miles is narrow cane, 
and the remainder of the standard gauge. e 
construction of railroads was commenced in this 
State July 4, 1851. and the greatest number of 
miles of road completed in any one year was in 
1871. when 580 miies were built. At the ciose of 
the year onty seventeen counties in the State were 
without railroads, and these were Carter, 
Cedar, Dallas, Douglass, Hickory, McDonald, 
Maries, Oregon, Ozark, Perry, Pemiscot. Polk, 
Reynolds, Ste. Genevieve, Shannon, Stone and 
Taney, all in the southern part of the State. As- 
suming the number Of square milesin the State 
10 be 66,350, and the population to be " 
there is oue mile of rallroad to every fourteen and 
a half square iniles of territory and to every 500 
inhabitants.

CAPT. WEBB’S MANAGER. 


His Story of the Fatal Attempt to Swim 
the Wuirlpool Rapids. 
From ithe Boston Traveller, July 27. 


The business manager of Ca t. Matthew 
Webb, Mr. Fred Kyle, reached Boston on 
Thursday afternoon from Niagara Falls. 
He said that the stories -about suicide were 
simply ridiculous. In detailing the events 
of the unfortunate day he said: “The Cap- 
taln appeared perfectly weil and jolly as 
usual, deciined to eat before starting for his 
plunge, remarking that they would have a 
— vig diuner when he returned to the 

otel after the plunge.“ So confident were 
he and Mr. Kyle of the success of the under- 


taking that no good-bys were exchanged, 


Mr. hyle continues: “i wok a carriage and 
drove down the stream to the railroad sus- 
pension bridge, where [ waited and watched 
alxiously for the Captain. I still had some 
doubts that possibly he might not take the 
plunge, but presently Ll saw the boat in the 
middie of the stream, comiug slowly down. 
The Captain then stood up, and the next 


moment he had taken the fatal plunge, 
and 1 saw it was too late to 
stop him then. I immediately got 


into the carriage and drove rapidly to 
the Whirlpool, where I had two atteud. nts 
who bad veen there waiting from early in 
the morning. As I drove down the stream 
these attenuants came rushing toward me 
aud shouted. The captain’s all right! he’s 
passed the rapids.’ 1 had not seen him and 
did not see him afterward. After passing 
the rapids and just before getting to the 
whiripvol there is what is known as the neck 
of the whirlpool, just beiow which, in a 
straight line,there is a place where the water 
is Very swiit, aud just below the surface it 18 
terribiy rocky, wulle off at the left is the 
main part of the pool, where the water rusu- 
es and boi sinaspiral form. At this neck 
there were eight or nine persons standing on 
the shore, who saw the captain the last time 
that he has been seen alive. Ashe reached 
this point, which is comparatively smooth, 
he threw himself partly out of the water, su 
that nis hea@shoulders und body as far as 
his Waist were plainly visible. Turning his 
vead ard looking in succession a: the two 
shores and tuen at the whirlpool before him, 
he suddeniy made a dive and was seen no 
more. The last time 1 ever saw him was 
when he made his plunge from the boat. 
At that time 1 was just getting out of 
the carriage at the Whirlpool, when one 
of the attendants called out to me, 
‘Ub, he’s come! he's passed in.’ Ou 
hearing this I rushed down the bank to 
the whirlpool, where I quietly waited for 
him, supposing, of course, that he would 
appear, and in the place that he had previ- 
ously pointed out tu me, but, as you know, 
he was never seen. My solution of the 
problem is as follows: I do not think he ever 
entered the whiripool proper—that is, the 
wide basin gullied out of one bank—but that 
he was drawn into the dangerous place just 
below the neck and close tu the bauk, op- 
posite the actual whirlpool, and was dashed 
gs the rocks. which are very bad indeed. 

e had planned the matter ali out, aud knew 
just how he was to avoid the currents, but 
I think that when he reached the Whirlpool 
ne was much more exhausted than he had 
calculated on, aud Was cuohsequently drawn 
into the swiftcutrent. I am led to think 
this because he said to me in the morning: 
‘If you will get the newspaper fellows at the 
whiripoo , I will give an exuibitivn of swim- 
ming when I get there, it I feel all right,’ 
The swimming of the rapids was ore diffi- 
cult than he expeeted, but in doing it 1 clam: 
he accomplished his task, and then met with 
an accident and was kilied, for we consid- 
ered the rapids the Gauger.us part of the 
course. 

*s waited fully half an hour when 1 be- 
came convineed that something was wrong, 
and went down. to Queenstown, and by 
vuribes persuaded some boatinen to carry me 
up the river a way, but found no trace of the 
body. I then offered a reward for the body 
and obtained watchers all along the river 
who are constantly on the lookout. Capt. 
Webb understood the place thoroughly. We 
went there in June and spent a day examin- 
ing it. Any one who holds an idea that the 
Captain committe suigde must be crazy. 
Why, le had everything to live for. He was 
a young man, being but 34 years oid, aud had 
a beautiful wife and two little children, 
which he thought the world of and was al- 
ways talking about. He was just as weil 
aud in as good spirits the day he perished as 
ne ever Was in his life. His wife bad such 
perfect coniidence in his ability that she 
tru-ted him to accomplish whatever he un- 
dertovk. Why, everybody who met him was 
immediately drawu to bim and had the most 
Implieit faith in him. The stories which 
have been circulated about his money are 
faise. He left £1,500 which is invested in 
England in such a way that the income is 
about $200, but his wife cannot touth it, as 
it is settied on his children, who are to get 
it when they come of age. His wife is virtu- 
ally leit without auything. ‘The pev- 
pie at Niagara were very bitter 
against us and did not even treat us with de- 
cency, but those who became acquainted 
with the Captain followed him everywhere. 
A sea captain came up to him and wid him 
now diffieult a task he was undertaking, and 
advised iiim not to do suci a rash thing. 
When the man turned away the Cap.aiu 
said: ‘Well-meaninge old cove, isn’t he?’ 
When any one advised him about the water 
he would invariably say, goad-naturedly, 
‘He thinks he knows a lot about the water, 
don’t he?’ The object of attempting this 
feat Was purely to advertise himself aud 
create an interest in the sport. There was 
no stake, and he would not have won a cent 
directly. He wasengazed to appear at Nan- 
tusket next week for 51. C00, and would have 
drawn tremenduusly. You may see what his 
mental condition was before tie sad affair 
occurred trom his conversation on business 
matters during our trip to Niagara. He 
talked over his plans for the iuture fully, 
and as rationally as ever. He had made two 
inventions for propelling boats, and said to 
me just before reaching Buffalo: ‘1 wish 
this exhibition business was over; there is 
not much money in it, ana no fun, but won't 
there be a lot of money in these new ideas of 
mine when I get them patented?’ ‘The ideas 
died with the man, as he had not perfected 
them. When we were talking ou the worn- 
ing of the day on which he was Jost he ca d: 
There must be some money in an exuibition 
here, and I think we had better get ove up 
later.” He even named a man he thought 
would be a good person to manage the af- 
fair.”

THE INFORMER CAREY. 


Difficulty the British Government Had 
in Getting Rid of Him. 
Dublin Dispatch to the London Daily News. 


The story of James Carey’s banishment 
wiil perhaps never become fully known, but 
such particulars as have leaked out are suffi- 
ciently interesting for publication. It is well 
known that the Government found great dif- 
deulty in getting rid of Carey. Some doubts 
are entertained as to whether all Carey’s let- 
ters to Judye Morris about the Trinity-ward 
election petition and the letter to the Town 
Clerk requesting that the notices of the 
meetings uf the corporation should be sent 
to him, though undoubtedly genuine in the 
sense of having been written by Carey, were 
not written by nim at the instigation of oth- 
ers, in order to throw the Fenian party off 
the scent and render their efforts to trace his 
movements on leaving the prison futile. 
But there can be no doubt that he gave 
trouble to the Government in respect of his 
pecsiatens demand ior a written pardon and 

ils equally persistent claim to a money re- 

ward for his services as an informer. 
Carey also claimed that he should 
have protection whether he left country 
or remained in it. None of these 
demands were complied with. It was de- 
cided not to give him a written pardon and 
he is thus technically still in the*position of 
a man who may be tried for his life. Lord 
Spencer was equaliv firm in refusing to 
recognize Carey’s claim to any portion of 
the reward, and the result is that tne arch 
inturmer has gone to a foreign shore with 
some means of his own, but without these 
being in any way supplemented by public 
money. Carey was not entitled to any re- 
ward. Heoniy came forward when he could 
not save his neck without doing so. It saved 
his neck and tnat was all he was entitled to. 
Some weeks ago the preliminary steps were 
ta cen of separating the brothers Carey in 
jail, and, by stopping aii visits to them, con- 
veying tie impression that they had iett the 
country or, at all events, that they had been 
removed from Kilmainham jail, On Monday 
night last an officer high inzthe Dublin detect- 
ive service {presented himself at the prison 
after lock-up hours, when all the officers ex- 
cept the Governor and Deputy Governor 
had disappeared, aud produced an order for 
the delivery over to him of James Carey. 
The order was complied with, and Carey 
and the detective officer took their places in 
a cab which was in waiting for them out- 
side, and drove into the city. This 
done, Carey was obviously in the power 
of the officer, and was compelled to submit 
to his terms, which were that he should 
leave the country and go abroad, his passage 
being paid to his destination, but no lurtaer 
assistance Whatever being given to him. 
Carey demurred strongly to these terms, but 
he was given the alternative of accepting 
them or being left unprotected in the streets 
of Dubiin. ‘Thus driven to bay, he chose the 
Urst-wenioned alternative. lle was con- 
veyed the same night to Kingstown in the 
cab in which be had been bruugit to Kil- 
mainham. He slept on the stéamer, and, ac- 
coinpanied by a detective, crossed to Holy- 
head, and tuence to London, whither his 
taumily nad been already removed in detach- 
ents, along With other informers and their 
tainilies, notably Robert Farrell, to whose 

iscionures in the urst instance the discovery 

the perpetrators of the Park murders may 
be said to be due. So well managed were 
the entire arraugements that the detective 
who accompauied Carey on board the steam- 
er which was to convey him to his destina- 
tion aud whe handed him his passage war- 
ran? enclosed in a sealed envelope, was not 
aware of Carey's destination. That destina- 
tion, it can only be said, is in some part of 
tue Eastern hemisphere. No more detinite 
conjecture can be furmed, as the steawer is 
one of alive whicn has numerous ports of 
call, any one of which may be the port of de- 
barkation for James Carey.

STONEWALU’S SISTER 


Reconciled to Her Dying Husband After 

a Long Kstrangement. 
Beverly, W. Va., Cor. New York Tribune 
The death of Jonathan Arnold of this 
county, the wealthiest and one of the most 
99 men of this State, which took 
place last week, has brought to light an in- 
teresting and most singular story, conciud- 
ing with the hea before death of an es- 
trangement that had endured for twenty 
years, Arnold came to this county from 
ette County, Penn., about sixty years 
ago, and by zealous application to {business 
accumulated a snug fo Just prior to 
the war he invested largelyin wild lands, 
owning hundreds of t of acres in 
this and contiguous coun the subsequent 
appreciation of which ran his fortune up into 
the million row. His third wife, who sur- 
vives him, is a sister of Gen. Stonewall“ 
Jackson, and possesses many of those traits 
of character so strongly marked in ber itlus- 
trious brother. 

in the second year of the war Arnold made 
1 to visit his sister in an adjoin- 
ng county, which gave rise to a re 
among the Federais that he was about to 
cast in his fortune with the South. Though 
he had always kept his own counsels, it was 
known that his ayuapesny and affections fol- 
lowed the cause since lost, and when this 
move became kuown he was arres by 
Gen. Latham and taken to Clarksburg, 
where, after six months confinement, he was 
released on parole. When the war broke 
out, Mrs, Arnold, for reasons she never dis- 
closed, deserted the cause for which her 
brother poured out his life and espoused the 
cause uf the North, remaining a firm friend 
of the Union throughout the struggle. This 
was known to her husband, and upon his 
release from 2 he returned home and 
bitterly upbraided her, accusing her of hav- 
ing been the cause of his arrest. She denied 
the charge, but he remained inflexibie, and 
then, her pride being aroused, she refused 
further to defend herself. A separation was 
arranged, and for twenty years neither man 
nor wife saw the face of the other. 

Mrs. Arnold retained, the family home in 
this county till the close of the war, when 
she removed to Ohio. Friends interested 
themselves in arranging à reconciliation, 
but failed utterly; both were obdurate, and 
Mrs. Arnold never revealed her muvtives in 
forsaking the cause of her father and 
brother. Ten years ago the wife entered 
suit for alimony and the husband filed a 
cross suit for divorce. A long and tedious 
litigation followed, in the course of which 
much feeling was engendered and the breach 
widened. The court gave the wife an allow 
ance of $1,000 per annum, but refused to 
grant the petition of Arnold for a divorce. 
At the conclusion of the suit Mrs. Arnold 
took refuge in a retreat for the sick in Onio. 
while her husband returned to the family 
mansion. 

Three weeks ago Mr. Arnold, then a de- 
crepit old man, was stricken dowu by a fatal 
iilness. His wife came to his bedside, and 
through two weeks of delirium was an untir- 
ing watcher and nurse. He had never for- 
— Fang and in bis delirium uttered up- 

raiding words which feil upon the ear of 
the patient watcher nearhim. The coming 
of death cleared his mind, and one evening 
he awoke to consciouspess and his eyes 
alighted upon the wife he had thrust from 
him. It was a moment of terrible suspense 
to the few persons in the room. The old 
man in @ feeble voice desired to be alone 
with her. Then in the chamber already 
darkened by the approach of dissolution a 
reconciliation took place, and the exciuded 
watchers heard sobs from the room and en- 
tered to find husband aud wife locked in a 
last and forgiving embrace, from which Mr. 
Arnold was released only to die. 

Mr. Arnold was a pronounced atheist, and 
died as he had lived. His scepticism was a 
continual source of grief to his wife, who 
partook of her mother’s strong religious 
convictions.

Asuit of armor that originally belonged 


to King Francis L of France was 
bought by the late Sir Anthony Rothschild 
for £100, and sold by him to the late Lord 
Ashburnham for $1,000. Some yéars after- 
ward it was sold by Lord Ashburnham for 
£4,000 toa dealerin curiosities, who sold it 
within twenty-four hours to a wealthy 
customer for no less a sum than £17,000. 
The subsequent history of the armor is even 
still more remarkable. It was deposited by 
its purchaser in the Belgrave Square Pan- 
—— and when that unfortunate build- 
ing was destroyed by fire the armor was 
buried beneath the ruins. Dug out of the 
debris it was sold fora few pounds of old 
iron. It servived, however, even this degra- 
dation; for, after undergoing à process 
renovation, it was subsequently sold to Mr. 
Spitzer of Paris for £12,000, where itis said 
to be now on sale for £20,000.

“Sixty-eight, and they paid us only $6,800, so 
you see with only a sixth as many saloons we get 
a good deal more revenue. I said eleven saloons, 
but one more has just been started.” 

„How does high license work?” 

“Admirably. Everybody likes it. Neither 
the saloon-keepers nor the people would go back 
to low license. Eleven saloons are much easier 
to regulate than sixty-eight, and we have no low 
dives. The saloon-keepers maintain order in 
their places pecause they are afraid of being de- 
prived of their licenses. A more respectabie class 
ot men are in business and they make money. 
We have finer saloons in Lincoln than you can 
show here.“ 

o “How do the Germans like the law?” 

‘*First-rate. I don’t know of any class of men, 
except the worst ciass, that does not greatly pre- 
fer this plan to the ola one. All the cities in Ne- 
braska are working up the high license. There is 
only one objection to our law; everything must 
close at 10 o’clock at aight and some of us think 
that a little too early. = pas store closes at 6 
o’clock, but we are 2 with that, and it allows 
the clerks pienty of time in the evening for re ere- 
ation. On Sunday everything is closed.” 

How do the people, and especiaily the Ger- 
mans like that?“ 

“All pleased withit after trying it. The Ger- 
maus, do not object to it at all. in fact, the law 
works admirably in every respect.“ 

Prot. Strassberger is a native German and is 
competent to speak for his nationality. With re- 
spect to wine and beer licenses, he said all saloons 
paid the same amount.
